“The purpose,” said an accompany- 
ing explanation, “is to assist in cor- 
recting two erroneous impressions 
| that seem to be current: The first is 
»that religion today stands for medieval 
theology; the .second that science. is 
materialistic and irreligious.” 

Each Meets Human Need. 

“We deeply regret,” the statement 
says, “that .in recent controversies 
there has been a tendency to present 
science and religion as irrecon¢éilable 
and antagonistic domains of thought, 
for in fact they meet distinct human 
needs? and in the rounding out of 
human life they supplement rather 
than displace or oppose each other. 

“The purpose of science is to de- 
velop, without prejudice or preconcep- 
tion of any kind, a~ knowledge of the 
facts, the laws, and the processes cof 
nature. The even more important task 
of religion is to develop the con. 
sciences, the ideals, and the aspira- 
tions of mankind. Each of these two 
activities represents a deep and vita! 
function of the soul of man, and 
are necessary for human life, progresa, 
and happiness.

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Battle Rages on the 
Mountain Paths. 


PEKING, May 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—-Machine guns and rifles 
tonight are attempting to force the re- 
lease of fourteen foreigners, including 
six Americans, held by Chinese ban- 
dits in the hills above Lincheng. The 
captives were warned to prepare for a 
severe ordeal. | 

For{ three weeks crowds of official 
negotiators havo'‘labored in vain to 
free the captives who were kidnaped 
from the Shanzhai-Peking express 
May 6. 

Now the montain paths of the home 
district of Confucius, China’s greatest 
sage, that for days have been filled 
with runners carry:ng terms back and 
forth between the Paotzuku fortress 
and the negotiators below, are being 
put to other uses. 

Old Tien Chung-Yu, tuchun or mili- 
tary governor of Shantung, is having 
his way, and three brigades of his 
troops, with machine guns and two 
scouting airplares, have plunged ‘into 
the hill defiles to “ dig the bandits out.” 

Two Brushes with Bandits. 

Already the soldiérs have had two 
brushes with the outlaws, with fatal- 
ities On both sides. 

Gen. Tien has thrown his troops in a 
wide circle about the bandit hot bed 
and he. is gtadually tightening his 
stranglebold, cutting the outlaws’ com- 
munications and hoping finally to iso- 
late the gang. 

The outlaws are said to be eager to 
make terms, but they fear the prom- 
ises of Peking. Also, they know Cen. 
Tien, whd has a reputation for sepa- 
rating the heads of brigarids from 
their bodies. 

Fimal Parley Fails. 

In what they declare is a final effort 
to come to an agreement, the brigands 
yesterday sent out a spokesman, ac- 


_jcompanied by J. B. Powell, Shanghai 


correspondent of THE CHICAGO TRIB- 
UNB, and one of the American prison- 
ers. Hitherto all overtures have failed 
owing to the kidnapers’ demand that 
any agreement with the Chinese offi- 
cials must have an official foreign 
guarantor.

Aviator Hops 1,400 Miles 
~ in 11 Hours 29 Min. ~ 


Mount Clemens, Mich., May 26.—[By 
the Associated Press.]—It is just « 
daylight journey from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to Canada, 1,400 miles. 

Lieut. Harrison G. Crocker of Kelly 
field, San Antonio, Tex., proved this 
today when without a stop he drove « 
specially built De Haviland plaste from 
Ellington field at Houston, Tex. to 
S§ifridge field, near here, in 11 hours 
and 64 minutes 

The distance, measured in time, be 
tween the gulf and Canada is less than 
that, for Lieut. Crocker swung over 


Canadian soil at the mouth of the De 
troit river jus: ii hours and 29 minutes 
after he hopped off at 6:21 a. m, central 
standard time. 


Sets a World Record. 


Incidentally he set a new flying rem 
ord, being the first bird man to make 
such a distance at one hop while trav- 
eling alone. 
Lieut. Crocker’s victory was against 
odds probably as great as any air man 
ever encountered. Between the Texas- 
Louisiana border and Defiance, O., he 
ran into twenty-nine distinct storms 
and was forced down to 100 feet. 
Seeing a group of tall trees looming 
directly in his path, Crocker shot to 
3,0@) feet before he could see. the sun. 
The rain beat into his face, while the 
lightning crackled just overhead, but 
compass and flyer’s instinct sent him 
streaking ahead. 
The lieutenant carried a parcel of 
sandwiches, a bottle of coffee, a quan- 
tity of chocolate, and some drinking 
water. He ate two sandwiches and 
drank a quantity of water, being too 
busy fighting the storm to partake of 
the remainder.

3. Can milk be bofled enough to de- 
strdy tubercle bacilli and still not de- 
stroy the food value of the milk? 

REPLY. | 

1. Have them ask for certificates of tuber- 
cutin testing issued by the bureau of animal 
industry, the state veterinarian or the local 
health department. 

2. Milk can be. pasteurized at home; or, 
it can be boiled. . 

3. Yes. The vitamines which are in part 
destroyed by boiling can be supplied by eat- 
ing fruit juices. vegetables. and fruits, ce- 
real and bread.

mitted to acquire American citizenship. These 
50,000 are persons who claimed exemption from 
the draft because of foreign birth. They become 
admissible to citizenship automatically under a 
court interpretation of an old law on naturaliza- 
tion. 

The United States does not want such citizens. 
Their outstanding characteristics are selfishness 
ana cowardice. They.were willing to allow the de- 


under which they ed unlimited opportunities 
and protection. ‘The ties which would allow 
that pusillanimous attitude when they were para- 
sites on our body politic would allow it if they 
should become citizens. 

American citizenship is a privilege and implies 
responsibility, as it gives power in the making and 
enforcement of our laws and the defense of our 
institutions. It is regarded too lightly by many. 
Attainment of citizenship is too commonly con- 
fused with Americanization. They are not the 
same thing. Americanization means a conscious- 
ness and appreciation of American ideals.and in- 
stitutions and a willingness and ability to upbuild 
and maintain them. Too frequently that does not 
go with the incident of naturalization. Too fre- 
quently naturalization is merely a trick engineered 
by petty politicians to obtain added voting power. 
The two things should never be confused. 
Especially they should not be confused in the 
case in question. The aliens involved have proved 
beyond doubt that their character is too low ever 
to reach the heights of real Americanism. Natural- 
ization would give them the power and dignity of 
citizens, but it would never make them Americans. 
The date upon which they become technically 
admissible should be marked by every federal

PARIS, May 26.—A “ workers’ re- 
public ” will be established in the Ruhr 
within three weeks, according to plans 
of communist leaders in the region, 
French secret observers report. 

A fund of 20,000,000 Swiss ‘francs 
falmost $4,000,000] and about 250,000.- 
000 paper marks is being used to 
establish communism, which already 
has gripped Gelsenkirchen, Dortmund 
and Bochum. A large part of the fund 
is gold from Russia, smuggled into

A high city official stated that it 
was unfortunate that the Methodists 
had chosen Monte Mario for the site 
of its new college with dormitories and 
a chapel, as Monte Mario is too close 
to the seat of Catholicism and domi- 
nates it. 

There is a feeling in official circles 
that the Methodists’ choice of this :lo- 


cality was interpreted by the. Cath- 
olics as a desire to set up a rival and 
contrasting institution right next door 
to the Vatican.

WISDOM.

N general, little is understood by the 
average car owner as to why water 
accumulates in the motor ofl pan. 
It will be noted that a worn motor 


;a6cumulates more water than does a 


snug-fitting one. To demonstrate the 
‘most common cause of water in the 
motor, it is only necessary to hold a 
giases tumbler over the end of the 
muffler pipe and to note the rapid col- 
lection of water drops which will be 
condensed from the exhaust. The ex- 
haust gases are saturated with water 
vapor and upon striking a colder sur- 
face, this will condense and form water. 

The crank case of a motor, until it 
becomes thagogughly heated up, acts as 
a condenser for all the water in the 
exhaust gases which pass downward 
by the pistons. When the crank case 
becomes thoroughly warm the greater 
portion of such exhaust gases passes 
out through the breather. A hot run- 
ning motor allows much less water ac- 
cumulation in the oil.pan than does a 
cold one. 


Short runs such as characterize city 
driving do not permit the motor to 
heat up properly and some water in 
the oil pan may always be expected. 

The only other source of water in 
the working parts of the motor is 
seepage from the cooling system. Now 
and: again a faulty cylinder head gas- 
ket will allow water to enter one or 
| more of the cylinders and then to ac 

cumulate in the oil This condi- 
t tion ig purely a mechanical fault. It 

may be quite easily detected and reme- 
died by a competent mechanic It is 
not a frequent cause of water accum- 
ulation although many times new 


| cylinder head gaskets have been in- 


stalled in an effort to stop what ap- 
peared to be water leaks when, in 
reality, tt was condensation from the 
exhaust. 
~~ 

A leaky gasket will wet the top of 
the piston after the car has been stand 
| ing idle for a time and it can usually 
‘be detected by careful inspection. 

It should be understood that water 
in the base of a motor, together with 
contamination such as soot and worn 
particles of metal, aid in the formation 
of sludge or emulsion, and these have 
been known in extreme cases to cause 
the oil to thicken up into a “thick liv- 
ery mass.” This in turn has resulted 
in burned out bearings and scored cyl- 
inders and pistons. 

No motor of] is entirely free from 
| this sludge forfing tendency under 
certain severe conditions. Neither is it 
possible entirely to eliminate “ swest- 
ing” of the crank case, and its result- 
‘ant water formation. However, pre- 
cautions can be taken to minimize 
their objectionable effects. 

While the motor is warm, drain off a 
cupful of oil If this contains an ap- 
preciable quantity of water, make it a 
practice to repeat the operation every 
three or four: days.

How the Bureau Worked. 


were real differences in age and edu- 
cation between the happy and unhap- 
py groups, the bureau proceeded to se- 
lect a group of 116 who were happy 
and whose age and education corre- 
sponded exactly to the unhappy group, 
thus eliminating these two factors. 
They proceeded as follows: 

If the first case of an unhappy mar- 
riage was that of a college woman of 
85, they chose the first case of a happy 
'marriage where the wife was of the 
same age and education. In this way 
a group of 116 happy Marriages was 
selected, of identical age and educa- 
tion as faf as the wife was concerned. 
Further, in selecting these cases, the 
procedure adopted was this: if there 
were twelve happy marriages in the 
first 100 cases, the twelve correspond- 
ing happy cases‘ were chosen from the 
same 100, a so on through each 
successive 100 cases. They were then 
able to compare the unhappy~116 not 
only with the happy group of 872 and 
the entire 1,000, but with a happy 
group of 116 of identical age and edu- 
cation.

The average price paid is 
about 310, and one can pay up into the 
hundreds. Imitations gre cheaper, of 
course, but they do not last any time 
at all, and soon betray their infériority. 
However, a good panama is an invest- 
ment. It will last several seasons, es- 
pecially if it has been treated as are 
those of a prominent manufacturer of 
panamas in New York.

But this is not as 
good a direction as it might be, for in 
nearly every case what is really meant 
is, “ Serve like asparagus. 3 

Preparation of Any Green. 

Dandelions have to have the dried 
leaves picked off, the dirt shaken off, 
and the root trimmed off, and then 
they are washed and washed. The dan- 
delion season varies greatly in differ. 
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ent sections of the country and under 


different weather conditions in each- 


section. In some places they seem to 
develop and blossom all in a week's 
lime, but when growing in shady 
places and among tall grass they make 
good greens until wel! into June. 


Each. plant may require some ciffer- 
ent treatment before the washing, but 
from this point on the treatment may 
he much the same for them all. They 
must be scalded in boiling water or 
blanched a few minutes as the last 
part of the cleani-g, and then dipped 
in cold water to finish the process. 
There are country districts so clean 
that the washing in cold water is suf-

The water in which dandelions have 
been blanched shows plainly enough 
in five minutes that something has 
come out, and perhaps some of that is 
something we would rather not lose— 
namely, some part of the mineral salts 
in which greens are so comparatively 
rich. All salts have a way of dissolv- 
ing in hot water, ja&t as ‘common Salt 
does. The modern science of nutrition 
teaches us that we can destroy the 
vitamins in our greens by using a littie 
baking sdda, although many an old 
fashioned cook gives the direction to 
add it to “ sweet the greens, 

Knowing that greens possess / 
health insurance principles, as we do, 

4 step to consider 
saving these. Heat can destroy them. 
If a great deal of water is used in cook- 
ing them, this dissolves out more of 
the mineral] salts. All these greens 
have over 90 per cent of water of their 
own. They can almost cook in this, 
and with the water that has clung to 
them in the preparation, but we may 
add a little more and cook them in a 
full head of steam, as it were, which, 
the tiniest bit of fire will keep, once 
they are boiling hot. 


Finishing and Serving. 

No matter how little the water has 
been in which we have cooked greens, 
they will not be attractive if this is 
served around them. dt may be either 
pressed out or cooked out. To cook 
it out, it is best at thersame time to 
took in some seasonings like cream 
and butter, salt and pepper, and-nut- 
meg, and to chop tie greens before we 
stir them for the snurtest time pos- 
sible to dry out the liquid, over ar. 

Butter or creani 
protects the greens somewhat, and the

the uantity of greens is small, and 


to be used as a garnish’ and appe- 
tizer with meats and fish, greens that 
will mash and soak dry enough in two 
or three minutes of rapid stirring 
may be like velvet for smoothness, 
while they — also kept.a wonderful 
color. 

To mold retain after they have 
been pressed dry and dréssed, with 
butter and seasonings—lemon juice is 
considered an appropriate seasoning 
for mild greens—is quite a common 
way of treating them. For individual 
service common cups may be used anc 
some garnish added after they are 
/poured out. Spinach is served in 
many fashions molded or semi-molded. 
For instance, it is pressed into a sort 
of mound in a dish, cyt in even, plain 
squares, and each topped with a slice 
of boiled egg. The poached egg ea- 
soning is often used hatefully, for it is 
not drained before being put on what 
is already a wet and sloppy spinach. 

Oil and nutmeg instead of butter 
and pepper, if used judiciously, with 
greens, one would like b&ter and bet- 
ter, but those to whom it is unusual 
seasoning need to use it. most Jju- 
diciously. Oil on a wet green would 
be sure to be objectionable. Cream is 
fine, and bacon fat and either fried 
bacon crushed to a dust or chopped 
bacon in the fat make most palatable 
seasoning. 4 

When greens are chopped and rap- 
idly heated, with constant. stirring. 
for two or three minutec, some peat 
stock or good beef gravy may be 
used instead of cream, or just butter 
or sometimes a combination of the 
three—the cream to soften, the but- 
ter to make savory, the meat stock to 
add body. In adding either cream or 
meat stock it may be best to add only 
a little at a time so that no more will 
be used than a green will absorb.

“I am violently opposed 
to a closed shop for the profession- 
al stage,” she says. “ Artists are 
not bricklayers. They cannot be 
controlled by a union or union 
rules.

That 
it was the narrowness of the Puritans 
of the Massachusetts Bay colony which 
drove him to Rhode Island, is the fact.
